lu preceding articles wo have <lcalt 
■with the question of ilirofit stcaiu to 
Yale from a commercial stanil lioint. 
"We have shown that for tho com- 
panies who now control the atoara ser- 
vico on our inland waters to continue 
what may not be inaptly likened to 
two bites at one cherry by transhipping 
goods from Victoria destined for the 
upper country at New Wostmiiiater is 
.to hold out a premium for ocean steam- 
ships to resort to the last-named ,pQrfc 
to avoid the risk, expense arid ' delay 
consequent upon the double handling of 
tlioir fiei.i^ht between Victoria and 
Kew \v sstminsLer. We have shown 
'that gocds now arriving by ocean at 
Esquimalt tiro subjected to five handl- 
ings, transhipment into three-, steamers 
and three wharfages before they reacli 
tho chief point of consumption on the 
Mainland; and have asked what des 
■c.ription of goods can submit to such 
heavy "shaves" — for every steamer that 
carries them and every man v.lio 
handles them, reduces by just so much 
the importer's profits or increases the 
wsfc ito^iilie; ..copsumer— in the new 
'era of "small profits and quick sales 1' 
We believe the answer tliat has 
forced itself on the mind of every per- 
son is that a change in our moans of 
communication with the railway ter- 
minus on tho Mainland is imperatively 
demanded if Victoria is to hold hor own 
against the insidious and steady in- 
roads that have been and are being 
mitdo upon her coninieruial interests at 
Ottawa and elaowliore. Apart from 
the commercial aspect there are other 
points that present themselves to our 
mind in connection with this all-absorb- 
ing subject, Tho unnecessaiy detention 
of passengers and mails bound from or 
to Victoria and tho Upper Country is 
quite as serious as the enormous charges 
to which goods are subjected cn route. 
A steamer leaving Victoria at y o'clock 
in the morning reaches New West- 
minster at 2i o'clock in the afternoon. 
Now. if the service were in the hands 
of companies who could rise to the im- 
portance of the occasion and the fast- 
changingrequireracntsof the country, an 
hour's stay -after arrival at the Royal 
City would suffice for all practical pur- 
poses; but in pursuance of the drowsy, 
sleepy-headed policy of the past, wliich 
it is sought to continue, passengers and 
mails instead of being pushed on to- 
wards their destination arc com- 
pelled to remain at tho lloyal City 
until 7 o'elqek the next morning before 
they are allmved (wo use this term ad- 
visedly) to continue on their journey. 
Take the case of a steamer that leaves 
tho town of Yale — the chief point of 
distribution on the Mainland — early 
on Monday morning. At one o'clock 
in the afternoon of the same day slie 
is tied up at New Westminster, distant 
about 70 miles from Victoria, the com- 
mercial entrepot of the province, wliich 
port she should be enabled to mako in 
from 6ve and a-half to sis hours. But 
to the great loss and inconvenience of 
the passengers who are anxious to reach 
Victoria to buy goods or to connect witii 
the mail steamer for San Francisco, and 
to the sej'ious obstruction of the mail 
service, re delay occurs from Momlay 
at one o'clock p.7n. till Wednesdaij at 
eight o'clock a.m., when the Hudson 
Bay Company's boat sails for Victoria, 
arriving here at 3 o'clock the same 
afternoon • with the passengers and 
mails' that left Yale, only 175 miles dis- 
tant, two days and ten hours before, 
and which ought to have reached Vic- 
toria in twelve hours' running lime 
from Yale. It has been demonstrated 
quite recently that the trip from Yale 
to Victoria may be made in from eleven 
to twelve hours; that the transhipment 
of goods at New Westminster is ex- 
pensive and entirely unnecessary; 
that the two days' detention of passen- 
gers am! tiiail-i is an outrage on the 
tnvtiiiii; and business public; that the 
navigation from Victoria to Fraser 
river is safe for the lightest draught 
vessels; arid that unless Victoria "makes 
an eflbrt" she will suffer tho fato of 
poor Mbs. DoMBiiY — sink for want of 
sufficient energy to keep herself alive. 
It is the duty of every man who does 
business or owns a lot in this city to 
aid an enterprise that has for its 
objecttho maintenance of the commer- 
cial supremacy of the port. Nature 
has done much for Victoria. The wis- 
dom and prescience of Sir James 
DoUGlAS caused him to select this spot 
as the future British metro[jolis on tiie 
Pacific, None will attempt to deny 
that the natural advantages of Victoria 
are great; but those, if thrown into 
the balance, will weigh as nothing 
if her people arc supine and indiffer- 
ent as to their communications with 
tho interior. We maintain that the 
mails now made up at New West- 
mjnstepy— should bo mado up 
at Victoria, . and .that there is not 
now and never has been the slightest ne- 
cessity for the transhipment of a 
single passenger or a pound of 
goods or a head of live stock at New 
Westminster, but the practice will 
be continued: if oor citizens do not show 
a bold front' arid a firm determination 
to reform the inland steamboat service 
of the Provi nce, 

ALUM I A' BREAD. 



A nuisance that troubled Europe 
fifty years ago is beginning to attract 
attention in America — that is, jnittiug 
alum in the bread wo eat. The bread 
must be "light" tiiat it may be digest- 
ed ; tliat is, must bo filled by tho well- 
known' colis wc are accustomed to see 
in it. ■ Where ■'beer or ale is brewed 
those who understand healthy bread 
making 'procure yeast,'which "lightens" 
the brcact better than any substitute, 
and is wholesome, ^yhero yeast is not 
readily to bo obtained "baking pow- 
-Jers" arc resorted' to, and out of them 



comes mischief. Bicarbonate of soda 
and cream of tartar, or tartaric acid, 
are the usual constituents of a good 
baking powder. Cream of tartar sells 
at from sixty cents to eighty-five cents 
a pound. This high price has led 
"cheap baking powders" to bo made of 
alum, as a substitute for some or all of 
the cream of tartai". Alum will make 
bread whiter, so that bakers can mako 
an inferior flour saleable as bread by 
its use ; and they use it, in some 
places ealling it ."rook," so that no in- 
advertent expression may let "out- 
siders" know that alum is used. Alum 
is an injurious article to a human con- 
stitution in large quantities, or in small 
quantities often repeated. It is tho 
small quantities, taken every meal, 
.that do tho mischief in bread Alum 
is chfeap — three cents a pound — to the 
pocket, but it takes what is saved so 
much out of the stomach, and takos it 
with fearful interest. Alum is an as- 
trigent, and is used by dyers and 
others as such. Taken frequently into 
tho human stomach it produces hearth- 
burn, indigestion, gi-iping, constipation, 
dyspepsia and kindred troubles resulting 
from irritation of tho mucuous mem- 
brane, produced by tho astringent pro 
portics of alum.

ENGLAND. 

LoN'DON, May 11. — The Timca soys 
that there could hardly have been a 
milder commencement of the session of 
the now ministerial reign than was 
presented by yesterday's debates in the 
two houses. The queen's speech indi- 
cates no material divergence in the 
policy adopted by the ministry from 
that pursued by the late government. 
Consequently there was scarcely aiij 
opportunity for a conflict of opinions. 

A. JI. Sullivan, home ruler, elected 
to the house of commons for Meath, 
was unopposed. 

LoxDON, May 20. — Lorillards Oiiero- 
keo has been scratched for the Derby. 

Boyd, the oarsman, leaves to-day for 
the United States. He has challenged 
Trickett to n race on tho Thames upon 
his return. 

FRANCE. 
P.Miis, May 20.— Goschen, British 
amba.ssador to Constantinople, while 
hero, saw Premier Defreycinet and 
several other politicians. He lias gone 
to Vienna to interview Baron Hay- 
male. It is affirmed that Goschen, 
without declaring himself, is authoriz- 
ed to take the initiative of common ac- 
tion by the powers for tho establish- 
ment of an international admin- 
istrative commission and has intimat- 
ed that England could • not liesi- 
tatc to give the hearty support if on 
the initiative of an^ power she were 
summoned to submit to the creation of 
such commission as was foreshadowed 
by the Berlin treaty. Goschen's eager- 
ness to confer with France and Austria 
before going to Constantinople indicates 
that the British cabinet feels >tho ur- 
gcncey of ending the situation which 
may paralyze tho best disposition and 
produce disagreement. 

CANADA. 
Halifa.x, May 21. — Immense fields 
of ice have spread from the west coast 
of Newfoundland to Cape Canso and p. 
fleet of nearly one hundred sail arc 
delayed from getting into North Bay. 
Two large Norwegian barks have been 
lost near Rose Blanche, N. F. Their 
crews were saved. It is supposed tliat 
many more vessels will be lost as the 
ice ia very hea^'y. 

MEXICO. 
City of Mexico, May 21. — Gen. 
ilejia has formally accepted the nom- 
ination for the preidency. Gen. Gon- 
zalls will probably be elected and inau- 
gurated president.

With regard to the composition of 
the new cabinet the fact that tho radi- 
cals constitute the majority must not 
bo forgotten, -whereas in tho Parlia- 
ment of 18G8 the liberals were in the 
majority; It will not be enough for 
one or two radicals to be tolerated in 
the cabinet, they ought to be fully re- 
presented in it. A cabinet which seeks 
to maintain itself against tho greater 
number of its own followers by con- 
servative aid will not be satisfactory. 
I am not saying whetlier or not the 
ladical creed bu the right one, but it 
has been proved to be that of the ma- 
jority of tho nation, and "moderate lib- 
erals" must either recognize this or go 
over to the conservatives. When I 
was a boy tho term "horrid radical" 
was one of reproach; at present it is one 
in which most of the representatives 
of the country glory. The idea that 
radicals merely wish to destroy every- 
thing and that they disregard the 
sanctity of ] roperty has disappeared. 
Tlicy simply desire change whore 
change would bo beneficial. They have 
no prejudice for what is, provided any- 
thing better could be iiuggosted. They 
perceive that England, once at the hoad 
of progrcs.'i, has lagged behind, and 
they are convinced that tho interests 
of tho country would bo benefited 
were instittttions, which wore good 
enough for their day, but which arc 
no longer in harmony with tho spirit 
and the requirement of the age, amend- 
ed, When tho country and the borough 
franchi.so are assimilated the absurdity 
of giving one man a larger share in tho 
choice of representatives than another 
will bo so transparent that electoral 
districts will bo the logical consequence; 
therefore, electoral districts will be the 
outcome. It having been proved by 
the career of tho last Parliament an 
assembly which has been elected 
many years previouslv does not 
necessarily represent public opin- 
ion after it has been in existence 
more than two or three years,- the 
latter porio.l is the longest term which 
any parliament .should be allowed to 
sit. In order to create a barrier to 
hasty or impulsive legislation the 
Upper ] louse will have to bo mado a 
reality instead of a .sham. .Vs it i.s, 
the House of Lords does not dare to 
fulfil the functions of an Upper House. 
If it disagrees with tho Lower House 
upon any fundanientol political ques- 
tion it sulks but submits. This is be- 
cause tho age docs not recognize here- 
ditary rights of legislation. All politi- 
cal power must emanate from the peo- 
ple. Unless the conservatives prefer 
tho shadow to tho substance, they 
ought to support a measure to convert 
the Upper Houso into a Senate such 
as exists in the United States. With 
respect to tlio "land question," no till 
will be satisfactory which does not put 
an end to the accumulation of vast 
estates in the hands of a few indivi- 
duals, and which does not secure to the 
actual occupier of laud tho absolute 
right to deal with it as he pleases, and 
to enjoy it so long as he pays to its 
owner the annual rent which has been 
agreed upon. These are not revolu- 
tionary measures. They e.xist already 
in almost every country e.vcept in Eng- 
land, and there is not tho slightest 
question that they will be, sooner or 
later, adopted by us. Wlicn they are, 
it will be found that wo shall go on 
much as W3 do now, except that bet- 
ter laws will be passed, many abuses 
will be swept away, trade and industry 
will revive, and the sum of human- hap- 
])iness will be more equally distiibutod. 
Were I a conservative I should not 
waste any time bewailing the inevi- 
table, but I should accept it. — London 
Truth, April loth.

THE l^IAYOIl AND COUNCIL BEG 
to place before the Eatnpayers tho 
sohoiuo of the "Water Works Engineer for 
putting tho City Water. Works in~ a cora- 
plote condition. . 

To carry out the work a loan of §70,000 
is necessary, and tho following particulars 
place tho matter as clearly as possible be- 
fore tho Patopaj'crs for their judgment 
thorcon. Should the loan bo effected and 
tho work carried out tho increase in water 
rents resultuig therefrom will bo about 
20 per cent. This incroaao within two 
year.i ■will bo ample to meet tho amount 
annually required for interest and sinking 
fund of tho loan. ■ Tho Water Works at 
present are heavily indebted to tho City 
for amounts takon from general revenue 
for reconstruction of tho hoad works. 
This expenditure was nooessary in order 
to continue tho present supply of water 
and to prevent the entire destruction of 
the previously constructed works at Bea- 
ver Lake. Tho said oxpondituro has ab- 
sorbed nearly the wholo of tho surplus re- 
venue of tho City for tho current year, 
and should it not bo repaid by moans of 
a loan further works on atrootB will ho 
iinpo.saiblo without increased taxation. 
The loan of §70,000 is intended to carry 
out tlio scheme of tho Water AVorks En- 
gineer and to repay to tho gonoral revonuo 
for public works tlio amount already ex- 
pended at tho dam and'olsowhere,, which 
is nearly $15,000. 

The Riitopayora aro roforrod to tho En- 
gineer's report published in Tin Colonist 
on Marcli 28tli and to tho following 

Bchemo. :

To His ffornhip the Mtiijor 

and ifiinicipal Council. 
Gi;ntlrmkn, — In ^compliance with tho 
resolutions rcqucatiiig mo to draught a 
scheme for the e.N.ten3ion of nuiins and a 
bettor supply of water for tht high lovola 
of tho City, I have tlio honor to report 
that after taking into conaidoratiou tho 
prohablo largo incro.lso uf population, 
and to guard against tho necessity of 
being compelled to enlarge the main con- 
duit pipe for many years, 

I would suggest that it will be noco8.s- 
ary to adopt tlio principle of a high and 
low service reservoir as I find that tho 
high sorvico reservoir to bo effective 
nuist bo constructed at an elevation above 
the level of tho water in Elk Lake, and 
in order to obtain tho delivery of the 
greatest quantity of water in the City and 
to etroctivcly supply tho high levels I 
would suggest that tho 11 inch main be 
extended frjia Douglas street along Pan- 
dora street, say to tho nuighborhood of 
the Royal Hospital, as that vvould give 
an elevation of 135 feet above high water 
mark sufficiently high to supply all the 
tliickly populated p.arts of tlio City. 

A reservoir built at tho point suggested 
would have the following advantages: 
Thu lorol of tho water in tho reservoir 
would bo 58 foot bolow tho level 
of Uio water in Elk Lake, and 48 
feet will bo available for tho delivery 
of water from tho above source which 
will give a theoretical delivery of 37,000 
gallons per hour; running continually will 
give a supply suflicient for a population of 
30,000 inliabitants allowing 25 gallons 
per head per day and by discharging 37,- 
000 gallona per hour 10 feet above the 
level of tho water in Resorvoir and by 
causing it to pass through a hydraulic en- 
gine it will develop aulHcient power to 
raise 3,000 gallons per hour through a 
G inch pipe into the high servico reser- 
voir which may bo built on tho high rook 
at the top of Fort stroot, at an olovation 
of 200 feet above high water mark, or 8 
feet above tho level of the water in Elk 
Lake, and that quantity would bo suffi- 
cient for a population of 3,000 inhabit- 
ants. It ia, intended that thoro will bo 
no connection between tho service pipes 
of high and low servico reservoirs except 
in case of firo. As to sizo of reservoirs 
required, I would sugfgeat that the low 
service rcsorvoir bo built to hold 1,500,000 
gallons, or, say, 140 feet square and 12 
ifeet deep, and the high service one to 
hold G0,000 gallons, or, say, 30 foot square 
and 12 foot dcop; and while selecting tho 
best plan for the construction of said re- 
servoirs I may add that in all well regu- 
lated citie.1 it is an oatablishod principle 
thai in building reservoirs to contain water 
for doiucstie use tliey should bo built so 
as to bo ablo to contain tho greatest quan- 
tity of water in tho amallest possible area 
and covered so as to exclude tho light, as 
light is very injurious to water stored in 
» reservoir and intended for domestic uao; 
and to carry out that principle I propose 
to build tho reservoirs by blasting out 4 
feet of the rock and using tho rock pro- 
vided by that means for building tho oal- 
anco of tho wall, which would bo 8 foot 
high, and that will make tho reservoir 12 
feet deep, thereof to be supported by cast 
iron columns. Thp cost of carrying out 
and completing tho above achemo will not 
exceed S50,000, to which must bo added 
910,000 wliich will bo required to com- 
nleto the filter beds; but ahould you aoo 
fit to adopt tho proposed scheme I am 
prepared to furnish you detailed plana and 
specifications for tho sajno. 

In conclusion I mav add that I am 
aware that it is generally accepted as a 
fact that there is a natural reaervoir at tho 
head of Fort street and that thoro is no- 
thing to do but to turn the water into it; 
but 1 fmcL that to attempt to carry tho 
water to one common reservoir that would 
partially supply tho high levels tho differ- 
ence between tho level of tho water in 
reservoir and level of water in Elk Lake 
is so small, being only 25 foot, the differ- 
ence in the quantity of water delivered in 
tho city by comparison would be to one 
comnion reservoir at tho high level, hut 
not snfficienthj high to be effective for all the 
builditujs, and from a head of 25 foot the 
main conduit pipe will deliver 23,000 gal- 
lons per hour, and by the proposed scheme 
from a hoad of 48 feet tho main conduit 
pipe will deliver 37,000 hour, 3,000 of 
which will be effoctivo for tho highest 
buildings on tho high levels, while there 
would also be a saving in pipe as well as 
a more effective pressure on the city mair.i 
in CISC of fire. I am aware that Gold- 
stream has still some advocates who 
believe that the supply should have been 
obtained from that aouroo; but without 
stopping to discuss that point I may say 
that, from whatever sourco tho supply is 
obtained, tho proposed Bohomo is- equally 
required by all.

Dirt washed 
from the hill claims yielded §0 and 310 to 
tho hand. Tho pro.spocts continue good; 
but high water and scarcity of provisions 
and want of tools prevent washing being 
* done to advahtage. Many compaiiioB aro 
getting out titiiber for Bluioos and expect 
to get to work in July. No provisions go 
in by the Death's Head Toute except on 
men's backs. Tho hopes of the country 
axo centred on tho Hope route and tho 
arrival of packtrains is anxiously expect- 
ed. Mr. Cameron will return in alDoiit 

' ten days' tinia. A miner who is on tho 
way down hasSOO in dirt which wa.s rock- 
ed out in fivo days. 

Burglary. — Mr. Lubbc'fl fur depot on 
Yates street was the .scene of a burglary 
yesterday morning. .-^bQut liliO o'clock 
flpeoial ofKcer Farrell's iittonlion was at- 
tmcted to the rear of the premi.scs by the 
"sound of breaking glass. Ho ran round 
into Commercial sti'eefc and reached the 
rear of tho store. There ho met a tall 
man, apparently a foreigner, about 5 feet 
10 inches high, with black whiskers and 
slightly rounded KhouhlorK. Tho olhcer 
took charge of the burglar, who had 
eflectedaiiBntranoa totho promises by open- 
ing the outsido iroii doors with a crow-bar 
and then, having broken a pane of glass, 
inserting his hand and unfastening the bolts 
and opened the inner dot.r. Tho man 
was armed with a hatchet, a largo knife 
and chisel. Ofticcr FarrcU succeeded in 
taking him as far as the corner of Com- 
raeroM Btreefeaud Bastion square when he 
became violent- and struck a fierce blow at 
tho officer with the hatchet and escaped 
from cttstody, running rapidly along Store 
street. Farrell gave chase, calling on the 
burglar several times to stop and firing a 
shot from his revolver to bring him to 
terms. The night, however, was extremely 
dark and the man continued his llight, 
making good his cicapo. When opposite 
Mr. Bornstoin's store he seotns to have 
jumped from tho sidewalk a.s 'his shoes 
were found in that locality. Near to the 
shoes a piece of a newspaper printed in 
Spanish was picked up, carefully tied 
with twine, and having written on it the 
name of "John Collins, 7:th May, 1880." 
Mr. Lubbo is 'of opinion that none of his 
property was carried awnj'. The promises 
where this attempt was made were the 
scene of a §30,000 robbery in 18G4. At 
that time Mncdonald's bank was located 
there, and one night entrance was obtain- 
ed through tho skylight and tho sum 
named carried ofl'. Yesterday afternoon, 
from information received, OfRccr O'Con- 
nor, accompanied by Special Constable 
Farrell, proceeded to a house on Douglas 
street below St. John's Church wliere a 
man who gave his name as Woods was 
arrested on suspicion of having committed 
tho burglary. He answers to tho descrip- 
tion given above and used to keep a Cfteon 
cent restaurant on Johnsonstreet. Ayoung 
man named Christian Moa who occupied 
the same house as Woods was also taken 
into custody. ^

On Jack of Clvha Creek tho Two Sistoni 
claim on Sunday, tho Otli inst., washed 
up 40 ounces. The Central Co. are 
putting up machinery to work their 
ground, having obtained favorable pros- 
pects from tho bottom of their shaft. 
The Express and Empire Companies aro 
preparing to sink a ahnft. On Conkliii 
gulch work was commenced on tho Gulch 
claim on tho lltli inst. On Stout's gulch 
the Wintrip Co. have started hydraulic- 
ing, and the Wavorly Co. on Grouse 
crook would have their pipe on tho ground 
on tho 12th inst. and commence opera- 
tions about Juno Ist. Shares in tlio com- 
pany were selling at $9. The Bed Rock 
Flume Co. on William creek have ro- 
sumod work. Tho Jenny Lind Co. nro 
also about to commence. On Snow Shoe 
creek the Last Chance claim was yielding 
good pay. The Raleigh claim was mak- 
ing expenses. Good prospects have been 
obtained on Harvey creek and groat pre- 
parations are being made on. the north 
fork for a busy season. On Mo.gquito 
creek several companies aro patiently 
awaiting an opportunity to comnicnce 
work. Unless some unforeseen circum- 
stancc.i intervene the Flynii Bros, will 
have a big wash-up just as soon as the 
water goes down. The Black Bull and 
Victoria Cob. start work this week. Sev- 
eral parties have left to prospect Antler 
creek and there is a general feeling 
through tho whole of Cariboo that the 
present season will be the most prosper- 
ous mining season since thej'car 1873. 

"Victoria to Talo." 

In another column tho Hudson R.iy Co. 
and the Pioneer line publish an advertise- 
ment announcing the commencement of a 
tri-weekly service between Victoria and 
Yale. The Victoria steamer will leave 
here on Wednesday evening, and tho 
river steamer will leave New Westminster 
on Thursday moi-ning for Yale, and pas- 
sengers leaving Yale on Friday morning 
will connect at New Westminster the 
same evening for Victoria. This is a 
step towards meeting the requirenicnts 
and demands of tho public; but it does 
not cure the evil of transhipment at Now 
Westminster, of which fact advantage has 
been taken at Ottawa to urge tho adop- 
tion of a policy prejudicial to A'ictoria in- 
terest.s in the highest degree. What the 
Province demands is a through boat at 
least twice a week between Yale, the 
head, and Victoria, tlie foot, of river navi- 
gation. 

Nkw WESTjriNSTEK Items. — Charles 
Warwick, formerly of the telegraph office, 
has been ajipointed assistant government 
agent. . . , An Indian, emploj'cd as a dock 
hand on hoard tlio steamer Wm. Irving, 
sustained somewhat serious injuries as 
the boat noared Brown's landing on her 
first trip up to Yale. Tho Indian saw 
that she would strike the piloa rather 
heavily and jumped to tho bow to "fend 
ofl"." Tho steamer did strike heavily 
enough to break the pile and force her bow 
under the ''wharf, and Toby was badly 
crushed. A white man was also injured, 
but less seriously, and tho (lagatafF was 
broken .... The fine farms in tho district 
known as the Thorne Parms were cflbred 
for sale at public auction on Thursday 
last, but as the bids did not reach tho up- 
set i)ricc they were withdrawn from the 
market .... A good programnio has been 
drawn up for the celebration of the Queen's 
birthday; but the city is short of powder 
\vhere with to fire a royal salute. .. .The 
steamer Western Slope has taken a cargo, 
principally lumber, to Yale. 

Makine.— Yesterday the steamer Pilot 
towed to sea the ship St. Stephen laden 
with Wellington coal for San Francisco 
The tug on her return picked up the 
bark Germania and took her to Departure 
Bay there to load ii'similar cargo for San 
Francisco .... Tho ship Belvitlere laden 
with Nanaimo coal for tho same port was 
towed to sea yesterday by tho steamer 
Beaver which, on return, towed up the ship 
Thrasher chartered to load at Hanaimo 
. . . .The stonmor JStta White towed to sea 
tho barU Mathilde, Capt. Jones, lumber 
laden from Burrard Inlet and then took 
up the bark Sierra Nevada chartered to 
load Wellington coal for Wilmington, C:vl. 

Royal Salutes. — Tho Victoria Gar- 
rison Artillery will muster to-morrow in 
full uniform to fire a royal salute at noon.

Letter From Ri:'b7 Orook. 

|t'orrc«immlence of Tlie CoIoiiUt.) 

Ruby Cueek, May 10th, 1880. 
The situation of the residents of this 
lotality hag not changed very mater 
ially wUUin tke last month. During 
thai; time' the days havbbeeiiunusually 
warm and tlie creeks have swollen so 
as to seriously impede all ofTorts at 
prospecting. Several days previous to 
the appearance of liigli water a number 
of miners wero quite active in endea 
vors to develop claims and secure some 
reward if any oiistod. In a few cases 
they were surprisingly successful. Two 
men situated on Ruby Creek, six miles 
from its mouth, in threo days' time 
took out about sixty dollars in coarse 
gold of a very fine quality. Tlio gold 
was taken out'of a crevice in the river, 
not in a very favorable spot, and caused 
quite a sensation through the camp, 
Other parties set at work and obtained 
very flattering prospects. The results 
prove tliat gold exists in tho creeks ; 
its paying quantities still remain to be 
demonstrated. Four days since a party 
of prospectors from near the head, 
waters of Canyon Creek passed tlirougli 
camp, having in their possession over 
two hundred dollars in gold dust said 
to liave been obtained on that creek 
Such few" very trifling incidents have 
served in a meaauro to inspire confi- 
dence and tho few who remain here 
are more hopeful. It is agreed by all 
the old miners here that the labor and 
expense necessary to tho successful 
working and development of this coun- 
try will exceed that of any mining 
locality that they have ever yet visited. 
Tlie creek beds are one mass of huge 
boulders, but very little gravel appear- 
ing in sight. From the first of May 
till August tho creeks themselves are 
boiling, foaming rivers. The country 
itself is not very unlike in appearance 
the regions traversed by tlie Eraser 
between Yale and Chilli whack. High, 
precipitous mountains with narrow 
rocky cations. Very little timber, 
however, of a good quality is to be 
found here. It is barely possible that 
enough will be foxind to meet tho re- 
quirements of the camp if anything 
like extensivo operations aro entered 
upon. It is the generally expressed 
opinion of the knowing ones that the 
waters of the creek will have to be 
flumed. Ill that event the existing 
want of good timber for lumber will be 
felt. One estimate that I heard coming 
from a head of considerable experience 
places tho required size of flume at 12 
feet by three, low water mark on Ruby 
Creek. It is quite evident to the most 
casual observer that considerable time 
will intervene, and that a vast outlay 
of money and material will be required 
before any considerable amounts of gold 
can be taken out. Occasionally a small 
pocket of gold may be uncovered by 
the prospector as in the instance above 
related, but it is small recompense for 
a year's hard toil and privation. Re- 
cently a large number of old experienced 
miners have visited us, looked the 
country over and quickly departfd, not 
thoroughly satisfied with tho prospect- 
ive future of the "Skagot," Some of 
its number might have remained a little 
length of time if they could have ob- 
tained a foothold. Right here it may 
be quite appropriate to speak of a cer- 
tain abuse or evil obtaining or prevail- 
ing here. Evidence has been had for 
.some time, and is accumulating each 
day, that a sort of pool was formed 
some time since among a few old loca- 
toi's for gobbling up tho most of the 
best locations. Contrary to the spirit 
of tho rules''mado and provided in well- 
ordered mining districts this combina- 
tion, or whatever it may bo called, has 
its head in the rocordor's office. The 
plan of operation embraces tho locat- 
ing of any number of claims by giving 
a "bill of sale" conveying each sub- 
sequent or first location to some in- 
dividual member of tho ring for some 
fictitious amount. By this process a 
certain few are "owners" or have been 
at times of from two to four claims 
each. But one or two locations made on 
this plan have been sold to outside par- 
ties purchasing in good faith; the 
miner from abroad, coming here in full 
confidence of a fair deal, whose pres- 
ence on account of his ability and ex- 
perience is of so great value to every 
mining camp finds the field taken and 
is compelled to retire. When it is 
taken into consideration that very many 
of these men have traveled all the way 
from Montana, Colorado, Arizona and 
other distant states and territories at 
an expense of from three hundred to a 
thousand dollars each but to find 
tliemselves shut out in the cold by 
such a specious piece of sharp 
practice tho situation can be under 
stood and appreciated. It is very pro- 
bable the validity of a number of these 
combination locations" will be tested 
in case the country develops up to tho 
standard formed by its adherents. Sev- 
eral of them have been re-located by 
other parties, and the question of their 
richness bauging ia doubt, no resort 
to the Miamssippi or Fraser river plans 
of adjustment has been suggested. The 
grand question agitating the minds of 
the miner at present is that of cheap 
bread and meat. The trail question 
has reached its crisis. Another six 
months' delay in the movement to 
build a road or trail into these mines 
will cause the abandonment of quite 
tho entire region. No time is left after 
packing supplies over the wretched, 
dangerous route of theSkaget in which 
to labor in the crnelc. It is just pos- 
sible for men to pack in enough to live 
upon. During the time of high water 
all the requisite material for the mining 
season's operations should bo put upon 
the ground and placed in readiness. 
The machinery for making lumber mnst 
find a channel through which to pass. 
The blacksmith must find a road over 
which to transport his wares and the 
merchant with the many needful sup- 
plies of a mining country wants a trail 
also. In furtherance of such an object 
and in view of tl^e impracticability and 
liopelessneBB of the Seattle-Skaget route 



a movement is assuming head among 
tho minors here of turning out en 
musse and constructing a trail to the 
boundary line. Tiioy purpose to enter 
upon the work by the 15tli of this 
month. As the case now stands parties 
just arriving in camp from Fort Hope 
make this distaucn in twenty-one days, 
bringing with tiiem three hundred 
pounds to the man, Thoso who have 
had their supplies shipped to GoodeU'a 
Landing from Seattle and have packed 
them to this point require some thirty 
days in which to pack a like amount. 
Tho distance from thi.s, the central 
point on Rub^' Creek, to the boundary 
lino is twenty-five milc«. From tho 
samo station to Goodell's the distance 
is twenty-five miles. From the high- 
est point attainable by steamei^ -on 
tho Skaget to Goodell's the distance 
is not a rod short of seventy -five miles. 
Of the safety and security of travel 
and transportation over this distance 
it remains but to state that fourteen 
lives have been lost in tho last eiuht 
months and it is the testimony of nearly 
all the miners hero that their supplies 
arrive at tho Landing damaged to fully 
one-third their value and in very many 
instances have been wholly lust. But 
one way is left open on this river 
lino, and that is to construct a good 
trial from the present landing at tho 
tho foot of canoe navigation to tho 
mines, a distance of over ono hundred 
miles. The distances hora given wore 
obtained from parties mostly residents 
of the Sound who have travelled over 
tho routes named a dozen times or 
more and are familiar with quite every 
incident and movcnnont that has oc- 
curred in and through this section for 
years. It is but doing justice to the 
country perhapi to allow that it has 
not had a fair show. The thousands 
that it is said to have produced arc 
in reality but so many hundreds of 
dollars and in all probability fall even 
below that figure. Tho first question 
that would be suggested to the inquir- 
er's mind would doubtless bo, "a coun- 
try that is able to turn out so much 
gold in so short a time and lias been 
held up to the public as being inex 
haustable, why should it be in want of 
funds wherewith to supply its needs, 
and be an uninviting spot for the mer- 
chant and the trader r The loud un- 
ceasing cry that has gone out to the 
world from the various business shops 
of Seattle magnifying the situation and 
productions of tho Skaget country, 
what is its exhibit 1 — not a single busi- 
ness man of its boasted five thousand 
population will invest a quarter of a 
dollar here; not a single merchant, 
packer, trader or mechanic does it tend 
hero; not one dollar's worth of supplies 
or material will it relinquish its grasp 
upon for all the seourity the minors 
would give.

A son of Charles Dickens has 
written a bor>k descriptive of the 
Thames.

Lady Nuneham was so im- 
pressed with the vividness with which 
tho dream presented itself to her that 
she was unable to persuade herself that 
some disaster was not impending, and 
confided her fears to her husband, and 
subsequently at breakfast to the rest 
of the family. After breakfast the 
Earl wont into tho park for the pur- 
pose of marking the trees, and nothing 
further was seen or heard of him until 
a labourer was attracted by tho violent 
barking of a dog in a well in the 
grounds. There he found the body of 
tho Earl, head downward, in the mud 
at the bottom of tho well, having, it 
was supposed, overbalanced himself in 
an attempt to rescue his little dog, who 
had fallen in.

A BYLAW 

For tlio Setter Obsomnce of the 

BE IT ENACTED BY TITK iLVYOll 
and Council of tho Corporation of the 
City of Victoria as foUow.s: — 

1. No person shtill keep open on tlie 
Sabbath day for the sale of goods, wares 
or raeichandiso by wholesale or retail, 
other than liquor by retail, any store, 
warehouse or other place of buBiiics.^. 

2. No person sliall keep any .saloon 
open for tho salo of liquor by retail be- 
tween tho liour.3 of ton o'clock in tho 
forenoon and five o'clock in tho aftornoon 
of any Sabbath day. 

No poraon shftll keep open any bar- 
ber .shop between tho hours of 10 o'clock 
ill tlie forenoon and five o'clock in tho 
iiftcriioon on tho S»bbath day. 

4. No person rIkiII keep open for tho 
salo of licjuor by retail any bar in any 
hotol or grocery between tlio liours i.f ton 
o'clock in tho forenoon and fivo o'clock 
on the afternoon of any Sabbath day. 

5. It slmll not bo lawful to discharge 
any cargo, except live stock, from any 
.ship, steamer, .schooner, slon[i or vessel 
uf any description on the Sabbath day. 

G. It shall not be lawful for any per- 
son to peddlo any description of goods, 
except milk, on tho Sabbath day. 

7. Any person guilty of any hi fraction 
of this bylaw shall bo subject to a penalty 
ii')l OKCeoding twcnty-livo dullaiM ii.ir less 
than livo dollat.s. 

Every penalty' iniijo.sed by this bylaw 
may, togutlier with tho co^it.s of coiivie- 
tioii, be recovered in a^summaiy niaiinor 
beforo the rolico Alagiatrato of tho City 
of Victoria or any .Justice of tho Peace 
having jurisdiction within tlio limits of 
the Cilj of Victoria, and may be levied 
by disti-e.^-.s and sale of tlio yuuds and 
chatties of the oftendcr, and in default of 
pavnicnt of such penalty and costs, then 
i)y imprisonment of such ollcndorfor any 
term not exceeding onp calendar month 
in Olio of Uor iMiijcsty'a g^ols.
